What were the stimuli which 
resulted in the creation of the first aesthetic forms a question 
inquiring about nonprescriptive information for the spectator the 
stimuli which resulted in the first aesthetic forms were only 
empirical no other generation in the history of art has created 
aesthetic forms only on the basis of empirical stimuli the state- 
ment l'art se nourrit de la vie l'art se nourrit de l'art is true 
only in reference to art-generations three through the present it 
is not true about generation one a generation for which art was not 
inevitable it art therefore did not exist it is not true about 
generation two a generation which created the first art the first 
generation for which art was inevitable it is true about all sub- 
sequent generations however semicolon life begets art art begets 
art aesthetic procreation think about Brahms' Symphony No. 4 inE 
minor think about Ravel's Ma Mère l'Oye think about Landseer's 
paintings for example and you will understand why it is impossible 
to say that the stimuli which resulted in a given aesthetic form 
were only empirical only aesthetic even though Rossini's Sins of 
My Old Age became Respighi's La Boutique Fantasque is it possible 
to say that the stimuli were only aesthetic no it is not. Art 
was inevitable only after the expulsion from Eden because at that 
time it was discovered that the number of things empirical that 


began and ended was finite and that they were always beginning and 


ending they were always repeating and so art became inevitable 
when the human mind first began to think about empirical repetitions.
